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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This is in response to Applicant(s) arguments filed on 12/24/2008. 
The following is the current status of claims: 
Claims 1-31 remain pending for examination. 

The Terminal Disclaimer filed on 11/13/2007 has been considered (approved). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 02/02/2009. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being 
considered by the examiner. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed on 12/24/2008, with respect to the pending claims have been fully 
considered are persuasive, as a result, the amendment to the claims overcome the rejection. Therefore, 
the rejection of the last Office action has been withdrawn. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

With respect to claims 1-31 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to the independent claim 1, the claimed features "one or more general purpose 
CPUs, for responding to requests from at least one host computer in the first group, and to requests from 
other JPUs in the second group; and one or more Programmable Streaming Data Processors (PSDPs) 
configured to perform filtering functions directly on data received from the streaming data interface, each 
PSDP thus performing initial processing on a set of data" in conjunction with other elements of the 
independent claims are not suggested, anticipated or found to be obvious over the prior art made of 
record. 

The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by the specification are 
also allowed. 
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The closest prior art., Kabra et al., USPTNo. 6,507,834 relates to systems and methods for 
performing queries on data stored in a database. 

Ozbutun., USPTNo. 6,658,405 relates to indexing data in a database system but fail to teach the 
above limitations.
